THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET 

About  57,000  boxes  of  apples  were  offered  at  the  Hamburg  auc- 
tion Thursday  against  107,000  boxes  last  week,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Ser- 
vice of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    No  Carrels  or  baskets  were 
reported.    Prices  were  higher  than  last  week  with  the  exception  of 
Oregon  Ortleys.    This  variety  was  in  only  variable  condition.  The 
inquiry  was  much  keener  at  the  auction  than  last  week,  probably 
owing  to  the  reduced  supplies.    The  fruit,  with  the  exception  of 
Ortleys,  was  in  good  condition.
